Povis Sisters Bring Merriment 


To Little Theatre Stage Tonight 


“Farewell, Farewell Eugene,” a 
zany, madcap comedy by John 
Vari, is being staged by the Hart- 
nell Community Playhouse for 
May 21, 22 and 28, 29 in the 
Hartnell Little Theatre. 

Special emphasis has been 
placed on character and scene 
development for this play 
which, according to Hal Ulrici, 

Hartnell Community Playhouse 
Director and speech instructor, 
has developed ahead of sched- 
ule, 

Lighting technicians Tom Bail- 
ey and Frank Cravens are work- 
ing on lighting with a recently in- 


stalled 18-portable unit, a $2500 
system. As the old lighting sys- 
tem consisted of six units, this in- 
crease in units means a 300 per 
cent increase in lighting capacity. 
This allows for greater versatility 
in creating special effects. 

The new lighting units, being 
housed in an elevated booth be- 
hind the audience, allows the 
operator to see over the “house” 
and to get a better view of the 
stage. In. past productions, the 
operator worked the lights “by 
ear” from a master control board 
located backstage. 

Since authenticity is a main ob- 


jective of director Ulrici’s produc- 
tions, crew members, headed by 
Judee Reynolds, stage manager, 
have developed a set depicting the 
era of early 20th Century style, 
with the latest set additions being 
a melodeon and a small organ. 

With the expert hand of di- 
rector Ulrici, and a hard-work- 
ing cast and crew, the play 
seems to show a successful night 
of entertainment for all its 
playgoers.

Hartnell College coed Julie Tra- 
vali will be on her way to New 
York City this summer for two 
months study of some of the best 
collections of art in the world. 
Julie has just won the Boronda 
Scholarship of $500 for promising 
studénts of the arts at Hartnell 
College. 

A longtime Salinas family, Syl- 
vano and Maria Boronda, willed 
ranch land to Hartnell with the 
income from the land to be used 
in the form of a scholarship for 
study in a large cultural center 
during the summer months. 

Julie, with the help of her ad- 
visor, Mr. Leon Amyx, will outline 
her program of study before leav- 
ing for New York. She has plans 
for seeing the great examples of 
ancient art at the Metropolitan 
and Brooklyn Museums and the 
more contemporary trends at the 
Museum of Modern Art, Guggen- 
heim Museum, the Frick Collec- 
tion and the Museum of Ameri- 
can Crafts. She will also visit 
workshops and studios, taking 
notes as she goes along. 

“I’m so excited about winning 
the scholarship,” says Julie. “I’ve 
been to New York before, but I 
was too young to appreciate all 
the art museums. Now. I'll have 
a chance to see and study great 
art work first hand.” Julie will 
return to Hartnell as a sophomore 
next year and then plans to con- 
tinue her art studies at a four 
year college or art school.
